Form of Government 

The formation of a central govern¬ 
ment at Peking with state govern¬ 
ment in the various provinces on a 
parallel with the system of govern¬ 
ment in the L’nited States.

Belgian Proposal. 

Serious consideration is being 
given to the Helgiun proposal" made

Under the plan Germany would de¬ 
posit 210 . 000,000 gold marks, or one- 
flfth of the Reichsbank's gold re¬ 
serve. In the Bank of England as a 
guarantee that these sums would be 
paid A moratorium for the re¬ 
mainder of this year could be voted 
under the terms of this plan. 


Detroit. Mich., Aug. 28.—Approxi¬ 
mately 106,000 employee* of tho Ford 
Motor Company throughout tho 
country will bo without jobs after 
September 16. 

In addition, several hundred thou¬ 
sand other workers employed in in¬ 
dustries furnishing materials for tho 
Ford plants will* bo affected. 

Henry Ford gav# thooo figures in 
announcing that hie throe big motor 
plants located in Detroit suburbs and 
his assembling plants throughout tho 
country would close on that date be¬ 
cause of the coal shortage. 

The announcement was the most 
severe blow that industrial Detroit 
has sustained since the industrial de¬ 
pression of two years ago. It means, 
according to Mr. Ford, that- 75.09b 
men employed in the Highland Park., 
River Rouge and Dearborn plants of 
the company here will be without, 
work. Thirty thousand others now 
working In the various assembling 
plants scattered throughout the ens¬ 
ure country also will be thrown oub 
'bf^em nfov men t. 

Duration Unknown. 

How long the machinery- In fho. 
Fort plant* is to be stilled will de¬ 
pend entirely upon tho coal supply 
of the future, the Detroit manufac¬ 
turer said. 

The price of steel and other ma¬ 
terials entered Into tbe decision to 
suspend operation*. Mr. Ford said, 
adding that he hud received’ notice 
of an advance in steel prices, to bo 
made shortly. 

Disturbing Outlook. 

Industry in the United States 
•must throw up its hands in sur¬ 
render" within a few weeks If tho 
rail and coal strikes continue. Mr. 
Ford declared. He held financial in¬ 
terests responsible for the industrial 
tie-up. declaring the “money bnron#" 
were manipulating the labor unions, 
and Ibat public official*, state and 
national, Were impotent In the crisis. 
The deadlock in strike negotiations 
indicated, he declared, the existence 
of "a plot to unload the demoralised 
and run down railroads on the Gov¬ 
ernment at their own pries and to 
mulct the people through excessive 
coal profits."

American Interests Intend to 
Reach Pacific Seaboard 
Through Ether * 

San Francisco. Aug. 28.—Radio en¬ 
thusiasts along the Pacific Coast 
will welcome the official announce¬ 
ment from the Radio Corporation of 
America that a high power cadlo- 
phone broadcasting station Is to open 
shortly In Han Francisco with such 
(a range that It can be heard by shipj 
at sea ss far a* the Hawaiian Isl¬ 
ands -and by stations all up and 
dowm the. west coast. 

This announcement was made re- 
c-ntly by Arthur A. Isbell. General 
Superintendent of the Pacific IMvl- 
*ion of the Radio Corporation, on the 
basis of official communicatKPn* from 
the Boatt! of Directors through the 
management of thc corporation In 
New York City. 

Mr. Isbell makes, fhe following 
statement: "We plan to give the 

radiophone owners of the Pacific 
Coast the name or even better 
Ice than that which ts now being 
furnished the Eastern public by the 
fnmous WJZ Weetinghouse station 
In Newark. New Jersey. No effort 
* ill be spared to have our programme 
»* complete and entertaining as It Is 
possible to make them. The radio 
dealers and broadcasters already op¬ 
erating have assured ua of their en¬ 
thusiastic co-operation." 

Details of the equipment lo be used, 
the location*of th*- station and the 
personnel have not been fully de- 
eid ed. 

All units will be installed In dupli¬ 
cate. Stations of half this six*- have ' 
kept the steamers H. F. Alexander 
and M^tsonia on voyages across the 
Pacific to* the Hawaiian Islands In 
constant radio telephone comm uni- 
cottar., 5 . I 

The construction of the fttatlori is 
to begin Immediately on the arrival 
of I>r. Alfred N. Goldsmith, an In¬ 
ternationally known radio scler^lst 
snd Director of Research for he 
i Radio Corporation. l>r. Goldsmith 
will supervise the installation per¬ 
sonally. 

The new .radio station will prob¬ 
ably be located close to the San 
Francisco hotel and there district 
tn order to facilitate securing the 
best talent that comes to thc coast. 
The exact location will not b*» known- 
cntll negotiations already under wjdl 
are completed A number of splen¬ 
did sites are under consideration. 


Thers . have been more guff and 
nonsense written about Charles 
Spencer Chaplin than any actor on 
earth, says Karl K. Kitchen In The 
New York World. High-brow critic* 
who have never seen him except in 
the act of throwing a custard pie or 
sitting on a hot stove have halted 
HIM the greatest histrionic genius of 
this age and generation. In a re¬ 
cent appraisal of the great men of 
the world by ten of the alleged lead¬ 
ing critics of America. Chaplin re¬ 
ceived almost a* many votes as 
Shakespeare, in fact, he was ranked 
letwe**n Leonardo da Vinci and Lud¬ 
wig von Ijeethoven. On the other 
hand, certain reformers add-muclu. 
rakers like Rev. John Roach Staton, 
tavn characterised him as the lowest 
and most vulgar importation fr«*m 
the laondon music halls. 

Both views amuse Charlie im¬ 
mensely. 

"I don't care what the reformers 
ssy about m*)," he said "They can 
coil me a degenerate, a dope fiend 
—anything they wish—if they’ll only 
give me k n*w idea for my next 
picture. That’s the only thing I'm 
interested in. The trouble is all the 
reformers can do is to call names. 

"From what they've said about 
Hollywood, one would Imagine that 
it was filled with hop joints, wild 
(women and all that sort 6 f thing.. 1 
wish it were. It’s the deadeft. duT- 
1 lest hole in the world. 1 only stay 
I out here because 1 can make my 
pictures outdoors. If 1 made my 
pictures in a studio I could make 
them Just as easily and as cheaply in 
New York. 

"The only reason I haven't moved 
to New York is because if I did. I'd 
have no place to go for a good time." 

I hs went on. “There’s no life, no 
I gayety here In Hollywood. When I 
1 want some fun I get on a train and 
go east for a few days. It wouldn't 
surprise me if 1 moved east before 
long—although 1 know Doug and 
Mary wouldn't. like it." 

Here Charles gave the real reason 
for his remaining in Hollywood. He 
is amazingly fond of Itouglas Fair¬ 
banks and hi* wife Not qnly is he 
a dally visitor at their joint studio— 
when he doesn't lunct} with them he 
comes over before th^F'ksff- for 
Loverly Hill—but almost a dally 
guest in their home Night after 
’right he dines with them, "romp* with 
Douglas or plays his violin after 
watching their private picture show. 
And I know if bo ever decides jto 
move to New York, both Mr. and’ 
Mrs. Fairbanks will do everything 
in their power to dissuade him: 

I had a dozen chats with Charlie 
during my internment in Hollywood 
Hornetimes I visited with him at his 
studio—but -usually I found him 
somewhere on the Fairhaaks * lot" 
or at the Fairbanks home. And 
(very time I learned something from 
h.m that upset all the accepted tra¬ 
ditions. 

In the first place. Charlie wasn't 
boro in England. Although he spent 
M* youth in the east end of London 
and came to America as a member 
of an English music ball act. he was 
born In France. Charlie first saw 
the light of day in Fontainebleau— 
the village near the south of Paris. 
rHU fUtner was a French music hall 
-performer Mary Pickford visited | 
bis birthplace last Fall. It Is stilt j 
unmarked by any tablet. Fontaine-I 


bieau is also famous for its artillery 
school, but Charlie did not take a 
course In pie throwing there. 

He doesn’t live in a milllon-dollar 
mansion in . Hollywood—as thc mo¬ 
tion picture magazine would have 
you believe. Hi* home ix a modest 
two-story structure that falls to 
arrest one's attention — e\en in a 
bungalow colony. 

And before I left Hollywood *1 
knew every spot on hla clothes. 

But what is more to the point. 
Charlie is nof a “Socialist, even of 
tlie i*arlor variety. Aa he said to 
me one. afternoon: ‘Tam not a radical 
except in matters relating to ex¬ 
isting form.** of art. This talk that 
I am a Hocialial is" too absurd for 
words. I'm an Intense individualist/* 

Whgakyer 1 found him he was al¬ 
ways, more Interested in talking than 
anything else. He loves to talk. 1 
have heard .him discuss the art of 
acting for two hours, assert that 
there had not been any really good 
net trig in America for fifty years and 
then wind up with as perfect a bit 
of pantomime as 1 have ever seen. 

1 have heard him criticise Pavlowa 
and her dancing and the n do a series 
of Russian acrobatic steps which 
even a bom Cossack would applaud. 
And he always has a funny slant on 
.everything he discusses. 

1 When Douglas Fairbanks showed 
b 8 the drawbridge of his property 
castle, a huge mediaeval structure 
• n the Ktudlo lot. Charlie immediate¬ 
ly suggested a bit of business for it. 
He would have it lowered in the 
morning and walk across it in a 
dressing gown to get the bottle of 
milk and newspaper that had been 
placed outside. 

There’s no arrested mental de¬ 
velopment as far as Charlie Chaplin 
is concerned. And unlike most of the 
start in this getatme firmament, he 
in not suffering with delusions of 
grandeur.

10 BE EDUCATED 

;-•—- * 1 

Alexandropol. Armenia. Aug. 28.— 
A school for the blind, the first of 
its kind In Armenia, will be opened 
here this Hummer by thc Near East 
Relief, under the direction of Dr. R. 
T. t'hls/of Kansas.City. The pnptts 
will be ISO Armenian war o^hana. 
aged 5 to 14 years. Most of tfiem 
are victims of trachoma, the dreaded 
eye disease which is the scourge of 
the Near East. 

The school, operated in connection 
with the American trachoma hos¬ 
pitals here, tjrjT] be called *Y!leveland 
House” in honor of the city of Cleve¬ 
land- Funds for the maintenance of 
the school are provided out of the 
war-chest contribution which the city 
of Cleveland makes annually to the 
Near East Relief.
